“A wise country editor taught me not to get excited over 
bad news because it’s good news the people want; not to get 
preoccupied with sensation, scandal and tragedy, but to offer 
sympathetic treatment of things close to the reader.” 

Stressing the importance of local news and pictures, Howey 


declared: 


“Throw away the world pictures of the unfamiliar 


and print local shots of things familiar to our folks.”’ 
Speaking on the position of leadership and trust held by 


small newspapers, Howey said: 


“A country editor's. sanctum is just that—oa retreat into 


which any townsman may pour 


out his troubles, knowing be- 


yond doubt that he will find understanding and that his con- 


fidence will never be betrayed.”’ 


‘From a man of Howey’s stature in the newspaper world, 
those views are deeply appreciated by the publishers of small 


newspapers. 


His words point up only too well what we believe 
to be the function of a small, hometown newspaper’.

’The Menlo Park School district 
is placing another bond issue before 
the electorate next Wednesday. This 
one is for $100,000; last year’s is- 
sue was in the amount of $375,000. 
It is essential that residents of our 
city turn out to put the bond issue 
over, for the construction of a new 
school in the southwestern section 
of the school district is necessary to 
the proper development and well be- 
ing of our community. Moreover, 
the most economical method of ob- 
taining the funds is by bond issue, 
for the cost is spread out over a por- 
tion of the useful life of the struc- 
ture, rather than requiring present 
taxpayers to provide the entire cost 
of building to serve newcomers to 
our community over future years. 

The absolute necessity for the new 
school is readily apparent. An act- 
ual house-to-house count of pre- 
school children just completed by 
the Menlo Park P-TA, indicates 
that with present population alone, 
the enrollment in the Menlo Park 
elementary schools will almost doub- 
le in the next five years. This is 
hecause there are almost three 
children under the age of 5 now liv- 
ing in the Menlo Park School Dist- 
rict for every child now in the Men- 
lo Park elementary schools who is 
scheduled to be graduated in the 
next five years. 

Of course, some of these children 
will go to parochial or private 
schools, but there will still remain 
a great increase in school population 
even though no new families move 
into Menlo Park in the coming 
years. It takes:but a brief tour a- 


round town, however, to recognize‘ 


that new families are moving into 
Menlo Park at a rapid rate. New 
houses are under construction all 
over the city, especially in our large 
new subdivisions, reflecting the 
building permits we have been issu- 
ing at the rate of $400,000 monthly. 
This is true of many sections of Ath- 
erton, too, most of which is also in 
the Menlo Park school district. 
With the steady increase in new 
families moving into the district 


plus the birthrate increase which 
is now beginning to flood the lower 
grades of our schools, there can be 
no doubt as to the need of additional 
facilities at the earliest possible 
moment. Yet there is also another 
reason to rush the new school. Most 
of Menlo Park’s new building has 
been going on between San: Mateo 
Drive and Vine street, the school 
district boundary. Yet there is no 
school in this area, and the nearest 


: School, Fremor.t, is badly overcrowd- 


ed. The proper service of this im- 
portant area of the city requires 
the immediate construction of a 
new school, just as the growth of 
the Lindenwood-Felton Gables area 
required the Encinal school, now un- 
der construction. 

Now to consider the financial as- 
Pects of the problem. The bare 
minimum cost ‘of a six Grade plus 
kindergarten school will be $150,000. 
It would have been desirable to 
have financed the entire school with 
a bond issue. However, assessed 
valuations are still based upon pre- 
war construction costs, whereas the 
Cost of school building is, of course, 
at current prices, For this reason 
the legal bonded debt limit of 5 per 
cent of the assessed valuation is in- 
adequate to support the full build- 
ing program, and it was necessary 
to put $60,000 into the current tax 
levy this year to obtain enough 
money, when added to the proposed 
bond issue, to construct the school. 
This $60,000, incidentally, much 
more than accounts for the sub- 
Stantial rise in the elementary 
School tax rate this year. Failure 
of the bond issue to Pass would 
not only make necessary a heavy 
tax levy next year, but also would 
cause hardship and overcrowding in 
our schools. 

In summary, the new Elder Street 
School is a necessity at the earliest 
Possible date, and voting of these 
bonds is not only the most equitable 
and painless method of paying for 
the school, but also provides it at 
the earliest possible time, 


VETERAN’S GUIDE 


Until a veteran has haf a talk 
with someone thoroughly versed in 
veterans’ rights and privileges he 
probably has no idea of how many 
benefits state and federal laws make 
available to him, according to Floyd 
D. Granger, veterans service officer. 

“The files in this office are cram- 
med with instances in which a vet- 
eran came in to seek information 
on a@ specific subject and wound up 
receiving benefits ranging from dis- 
ability compensation to low-interest 
home financing,” Granger said. “His 
right to various benefits was some- 
thing he was not even aware of 
until he came in here.” 

The function of the veterans ser- 
vice office is not only to assist vet- 
erans with their immediate prob- 
lems, but also to find out other ways 
to assist them, Granger added. He 
suggested that it was well worth a 
few minutes of the time of every 
veteran in San Mateo County to 
drop in and register. 


The veterans service office also 
has a supply of booklets, pamphlets 
and other literature on their rights 
and benefits which veterans are wel- 
come to take home. 


Office hours are maintained from 
9 a.m. to 5 p.m., Monday through 
Friday, and from 9 a.m. to 12 noon 


REGISTRATION 


CARDS TO GO 
TO MOTORISTS 


SACRAMENTO—Every effort will 
be made to get a potential registra- 
tion card into possession of every 
registered motor‘ vehicle owner in 
California in time for the 1949 re- 
newal period, Jan. 3 through Feb. 
4, A. H. Henderson, director of mot- 
or vehicles, announced. 

“We want every registered owner 
to have the opportunity of enjoying 
the faster, more efficient service 
which these potential registration 
cards afford,” Henderson said. 

The California vehicle code de- 
fines the potential as a document 
issued toward the close of one year 
which upon proper validation be- 
comes the registration card for the 
ensuing year. The department will 
begin mailing these cards Dec. 15. 

If presented at any office of the 
department of motor vehicles with a 
fee payment, the potential will be 
validated and returned to the own- 
er immediately along with a set of 
1949 tabs, thus completing his re- 
newal for next year. No registra- 
tion document will be mailed later, 
as in past years. 

“It is essential that motorists pre- 
serve their potential registration 
cards until time to use them during 
the renewal period,” Henderson said. 
“It will be possible to renew on a 
1948 registration card but immed- 
jate service will not be possible.”

Broken appointments also result 
in unnecessary delays in medical 
and dental care to all veterans of 
the surrounding area and reduces 
the number of veterans who can be 
served by VA. 


All veterans who have vocational 
advisement and guidance appoint- 
ments are urged to report promptly 
at the designated place or else notify 


VA in advance that the appointment 


cannot be kept. 


QUESTION: While living in Can- 
ada, I converted my national ser- 
vice life insurance to a permanent 
plan. Now I learn that because of 
Canadian currency controls, I can- 
not send enough money out of the 
country to cover my premiums. 
What can I do about this?
